In order to form it into a convenient shape Uic mass is 
then taken into another room. Here we saw several 
presses, of various forms, intended. Io effect this object.— 
i*he most common mould into wliich it ia placed is one of 
cast-iron, six Tcct in length, one in breadth, and one in 
depth. Another form was that of a solid drum. On the 
soft mass of rubber being placed in these and "covered in, 
it was placed under an hydraulic press, and by this means 
was made to lake the form of the mould. After remain- 
ing under pressure until it was cold, it was then removed 
and carried up stairs to the cutting department, whither 
we would beg the reader to folloiv us. 

Every one mast have seen, and many must be puzzled 
about, that form of India-rubber which is sold, ami is 
largely used, particularly for chemical aod philosophical 
purposes, in thin sheets, which arc commonly about a foot 
broad and si* feet long, the thickness varying from that of 
paper lo that of shoe-leather. Tf the surface of one of 
these is closely examined it will be found to present the 
appearance of cross ridges or marks of a very delicate

experiment. In either of these ways they will soo thero is 
no fancy about such kind of management, except in the 
name they have given it. 

Another fanner is said to have fancy ploughs, spades and 
carts. They are always made light and well finished, and 
kept carefully in repair, and boused from the weather when 
not in use. They cost moro than the ordinary kind, and a 
close building is appropriated to keep thorn in., Now the 
common fault is to make farming tools too heavy and un- 
wieldly. They arc clumsily constructed so that they aro by 
-no means strong in proportion to their weight.- No care ts 
taken to put ihein under cover, and ihey aro wet and dry a 
hundred times a season. In the winter, tho ploughs and 
and harrows and carts, aro scattered along the roadside, 
twisted out of shape on the rocks and uneven ground, and 
blanched and weather-beaten, and worn more by tho snows 
and blasta, than by half the farming work of the year. In 
tho summer, when hot in use, they lay rotting in the same 
place among the grass and^ weeds. A good hoe, or a good 
scythe, or a good plough will cost more at tho first if they 
aro of tho very best quality, but how soon such tools will 
save moro than Ihcir cost. Then if they are carefully* used 
and kept from the weather, they will usually last twice as 
Jong. If a good' roller, for instance, made of the best mate- 
rials, be- left upon the «tound among the weeds, and ex- 
E :>so.;l io the dew, and ram, and sunshine, it will usually 
ecomeso rotten in ten or twelve years as to be unfit for use. 
Now tho' same .piece of timber carefully kept from the 
weather will last more than fifty years. Thero is a court- 
room in Normandy, where the ceiling is supported by a large 
oaken beams that have been thore moro than four hundred 
years, and still they ace quite sound and firm. Nothing 
which relates to keeping the very best tools opon the farm, 
or to tho best possible care of them, should be neglected as 
a fancy. Improving farmers will find (hat they need to 
watch "overthe influence of the natural prejudice referrred to, 
and to examine carefully and consider favorably, as well as 
to adopt cautiously and prudently, whatever promises lo be 

useful.

hibit I heir real character as cuts or furrows. With a lit- 
tle patience from fifty to sixty of these cuts can be counted 
in nn inch of the sheet, making from 600 to 700 of them 

in a foot. Remembering the form in which caoutchouc 
was imported— in bottles— it was long a source of the 
profoundest perplexity to ourselves to conjecture by what 

human skill a tissue, SO to speak, SO beautifully uniform in 

width and thickness could be formed thereout. A part of 
the difficulties attending the question' have been now re- 
moved by the preceding -observations, and if Hue' reader 
will consent to giro us a little patient attention the rest 
will also vanish. i 

Upon the removal of. the rubber from the mould it is 
brought to the cutting room, and placed in an iron case 
of the same dimensions as the mould; Umt is, stx feet long, 
one broad, and one deep. This case has double sides, and 
the partition, being connected with a steam-pipe, is filled 
with steam, so as always to keep the rubber a certain de- 
gree of softness of texture. This case is arranged so as 
to move backwards and ^forwards, carrying the mass of 
caoutchouc with it. At the further end of the appara- 
tus is a most ingenious little machine, by which the deli- 
cafe operation of slicing off the rubber in these sheets is 

effected. Essentially, this consists .of a horizontal knife, 
keener than any razor, placed so as to have a lateral mo- 
tion of a limited extent, and in connection with some 
curious mechanism and a short crank by which its cutting 
movements are effected. Farts of the machine are so 
arranged that the thickness of Ihc layer to be cut cao be 
easily determined by screwing the bearings of the knife 
higher or lower. Just above Ihe knife a little stream of 
water is continually flowing so as to lubricate the cutting 
edge, and thus facilitate its action against this tough and 
most peculiar material. The machine, being set in motion 
by a driving strap, the knife beings to act with immense 
rapidity, so much so, indeed, as to cause the ear to lose 
the impressions of a set of distinct, rapidly repeated noises, 
the resulting sound being a loud whir of a peculiar kind. — 
The case, with its contents, moves slowly up to the swift- 
moving edge, until at length the mass of rubber is in contact 
rrith it, and, in a few seconds,a beautiful delicate layer of 
the material is seen curling up. The end of this is taken 
by an attendant and partly rolled round a cast-iron roller. 
The machine then goes on, acting by itself* It- draws up 
,thc case containing the rubber to be cut ; it cuts of any 
desired thickness, and, finally, rolls . it up in a convenient 
form for future purposes. All the attention, in fact, this 
clever contrivance requires is the first adjustment, and the 
removal of the cut laVer when the whole length, six feet, 
has been cut. The lime taken to cut through this length 
is about six minutes, or a. foot in a minute. From this 
datum we are able to get at the speed of the knife, and, 
remembering the number of cuts just mentioned in a foot^ 
we find that it makes from 600 to 700 cutting movements 
in a minute, or about 4,000 for the whole length of six 
feet. There is a modification of , this apparatus in use for 
cutting the rubber when it is cast into the form of a solid 
drum. In this case the drum revolves, and the.knife acts 
incessantly until it has sliced , off any requirer number of 
feet. Where, for any peculiar purpose, a greater width 
and length of sheet-caoutchouc are necessary than can be 
produced by one of the above machines it is formed by 
means of this contrivance. The simultaneous action of 
several of these eogines made this room a very busy and 
a very noisy scene. 

A very valuable application of caoutchouc has been its 
use in the formation of what are called " elastic webs.'* — 
These tissues are extensively employed for the manufac- 
ture, of many minor articles' of human apparel. Among 
them are straps for "braces," bandages for surgical pur- 
poses, bands for gloves, watch-guards, and such like. If 
the materials of wliich sueb fabrics are composed arc sub- 
jected to a little scrutiny it will be found that they owe 
their valued elastic properties to the fact that they con- 
tain filaments of caoutchouc intefworen and covered with 
cotton or silk, the clastic filaments forming the warp, or 
long threads, and the. cotton or. silk, in addition to tbe 
coating with which they surround the filaments of caout- 
chouc, forming the cross-thready, or weft. The method 
by which these delicate fdaments of caoutchouc ore man- 
ufactured/ although, apparently, Very difficult to compre- 
hend,- is, in. reality, very easy. • . Every reader must have 
seen; the pillrmachbes which jyjorn'our apothecaries 1 
counters, and .knoirs that they ar^/ormed of (two pieces of

- 'J'he manufacturing processes connected with unprepared 
rubber ending .here, we quilted Ibis building to witneb its 
treatment by the aid of solvent agents. In passWqlong 
a sort- of court our aUcrjtion. was arrested by aij iron boiler 
of gigantic proportions, 'jfbii , immense .structure .was 
placed in the, open air, under n, slight *ro*of to (urn Jhe vret 
off. Approaching nearer to' it; we -at length discovered 
the main source of llje naphthaline odor which met us at 
Ihc gates, -The boiler wan a vast reservoir for IrnVnaph* 
Ilia used op the establishment. Some, conception of iU 
actual size may be formed from the remark that it was 
estimated to contain when full about 45,000 gallons of 
this spirit. It present contents, as we were informed/ 
were ahoat 18,000. There arc several pumps in cohoee-' 
tioh with it, which either 'evacuate its contents, or fdl : it 
from tho vessels in which'this fluid- is brought to |he fac- 
tory. Inqujripg the cause for .the adoption of so large a. 
rcaerrofry we were .informed that it was necessary- for 
some time at the outset of the manufacture, in coosec-uence 
both of Ihe enormous consumption of-thc fluid and the un- 
certainty of procuring a 'consUnt supply. -*■ ■■ 

For a considerable period the preparation of caoutchouc 
sloution was conducted on an erroneous principle. It was 
made very liquid in the first instance, and then evaporated 
down to the consistence of a; paste. .By Ibis means an 
enormous loss of naphtha was occasioned, Ihe amount 
evaporated* amounting to 2000 'gallons a week I Kxperi- 
encc has shown that much of this was only-waste of mate- 
ria!, and Ihe proportions now employed of "Spirit'* to 
rubber nrc very different, only enough spirit feeing used to 
reduce the caoutchouc to Ihe state of a pretty thick paste, 
so as scarcely to require evaporation at all. The solvent 
used, as we have just noticed, is naphtha, a. fluid produced 
in considerable quanties in the gas manufacture, and in 
other chemical operations j the principal source is, how- 
ever, the gas works. So large was the consumption at a 
former period lhat it was found impossible to meet Ihe 
demand, and every gas-factory in, and even some : out of, 
the country, were laid under contribution to afford an 

adequate supply. - 

'Ihc solution of caoutchouc is a very simple operation. 
Thin sheets of it are laid in proper vessels, covered with 
Ihe solvent, and submitted to a gentle heat. JBy this 
means its solution, is quickly effected, and we are then 
presented with a glutinous semi-transparent flui4, very 
viscid, and of an intensely powerful odor. For many 
economical purposes this solution is highly prized/aflord- 
ing as it does a most valuable walcr-poof varnisb, applica- 
caulc to many fabrics with advantage, and largely ujsed, to 
ouoto an instance on the great scale, in the formations of 

balloojis. - -J*: fr-^. 

From. tho HwwifnefciE^ftf- the. eftout^jtu* paste^we 
were led to a long apartrnfrit where this paste is applied 
to tissues of various Wijjft.y.lf we examine the section of 
a piece of water-pro o^H^tVjacinlosb cloth, we find it con- 
sists of three Jaycrs, Jh under-and upper one of cloth, and 
an intermediate stratum of caoutchouc.

understood by" a description of one of these engines. It 
consists of a low square frame, in the front part of which 
is the roll of tissue, a sort of cotton " twill," we believe, 
destined to receive the caoutchouc layer. Just above 
this roll of cloth, are placed a pair, of long iron rollers in 
a horizontal position, and set in motion by proper machi- 
nery ; both these rollers are heated by a steam pipe, which 
enters at their axes. Over the lower one passes an end- 
less web, intended to carry on ils surface the clolh.to be 
u Macintosbcd ;" the upper one, which is the spreader, is 
smooth and polished. The cloth now enters between 
these rollers, and, just as it enters a mass of tenacious 
caoutchouc paste is placed upon its upper surface, and 
spread by an attendant over the breadth of the cloth, in a 
thick lump. Being drawn onwards by the machine, the 
cloth goes through the rollers; but, in consequence of their 
close adaptation the one to the other, it is only able to 
drag with it a thin, smooth, and beautifully even pellicle 
of the paste. It then passes over a flat iron chest, also 
heated by steam j the superfluous naphtha is thus evapor- 
ated, and by, the time the fabric has been drawn to the 
end ../ the machine, it is dry enough to bear rolling up, 
whicb is accordingly effected by the machine itself* 

It is thus see* that Ihe operation is one of remarkable 
simplicity, the only care requisite being to supply tbe ma- 
chine withfresh paste in suitable quantities, and to regu- 
late its uniformity of distribution over the breadth of the 
cloth. We believe that the apparatus by means of whicb 
common diachylon, or sticking plaster, is spread is upon a 
pxeciselysimjlar principle. But the tissue thus prepared, 
although perfectly water-proof, requires another laver of 
cloth to fit it for most of the purposes to whicb it is ap- 
plied. This is effected \iy merely causing the single tis- 
sue, to pass .between hot rollers, an upper layer. of the 
cloth being applied to its surface, ana 1 made to adhere by 
tbe heat and pressure. For a length of time the " dou- 
ble" tissue, as it is called, was exclusively manufactured, - — *- 
.as'it was thought that tbe sbininr surface of the caout- ^ balaneeUi| expenditure 
chouc would recommend it as an article of apparel for 

gentlemen.. Latterly, however, matters have undergone 
a change j the fantastic title of aqua-scutum, has, been

ing it is used to an immense extent ia mariy of the facto- 
ries and works of the neighborhood, particularly by calico, 
printers, as a web upon which the cotton cloth rests in its 
passage through.

no other resource but the shipping built in Quebec, and 
that was included in tlie statement of exports. Then we 
had the military expenditure and the money brought by im- 
migrants; but he did riot think these two items would 
make up the difference between exports and imports. He 
did not say these things to oppose the government. On 
the contrary, he believed he had more confidence in some 
members of the government than tbey had in one another 
— especially in the Inspector General. He wanted to 
know, however, where the prosperity ofthe country could 
be found ? He then compared the business of Massachu- 
setts as shown by statistics of banking, auction duties, etc., 
Willi those of Canada ; showing how greatly Massachu- 
setts with 1,000,000 of population exceeded in business 
the Province of Canada with two millions of population ; 
and the cost of government in the former country was 
$J a bead,.acd in Canada $1 a head. In the same way 
the cost of necessaries were mucb higher in Canada than 
in the United States, while labour was much lower, so that 
our population was constantly emigrating to the United 
States; and this emigration constantly destroyed the con- 
sumers, who* might create -a market for our own produce. 
Last winter io consequence of this want of markets, wheat 
was 3s. per bushel in Canada, and 4s. in the United States. 
Now the farmer could not raise wheat for less than 3s. 
per bushel, and if he got no more he losjt his labour. — If 
then Canadians could not get into the markets of the 
United States, we must build up a market to consume our 
own produce. The capital of Ibe Banks in Canada was 
i^^GQpOQJncludintf ihe Bank of British North Amer- 
ica, which had establishments in other colonies. That 
was $7J per man of banking capital, while io Massachu- 
setts they had $37,000,0® banking capital, or $37 per 
man. lie had aUo ascertaiBfidwhere Canada got the ash 
abe used.. lie found that in 185& ebb imported £5,054, 
and from ihe British Provinces only, £3,605 from the 
TJniled States (Mr. H in oka said "the bounty"). Well 



and he would ask, if we were not indebted for that lo the 
present ministry and those who acted with them 1 - The 
speech from the throne contained satisfactory information 
on the subject of the Post Office i and the Post-master 
general was so well spoken of by all, that he almost thought 
that he (the Post-master General) came under tlie class of 
persons against whom a woe had been pronounced in 
Scripture. He read from the speech, the paragraphs re- 
lating to railroads and municipal debentures, and expressed 
his concurrence io them. On the subject of the Clergy 
■Reserves he spoke at some length, stating his belief that 
their secularization was necessary, nnd his faith that this 
would be before long brought about. Whatever might 
be tlie opinion of Earl Derby, he believed the people of 
England were in favour ofleaving the people of Canada, 
to legislate for' themselves upon this <|uestion,.aod that 
they would finally influence their Government. He re- 
ferred to the agricultural bureau, and expressed bis appro- 
bation of il. He deiirad lo see the different professions 
represented in this House, but he did think that the legal 
professions had had an undue and pernicious preponderance 
in the House; and he was not surprised that the Hon. 
Robert Baldwin had been turned out by a farmer in' a 
farming constituency; He spoke at length upon the solid 
prosperity of the farmers of Upper Canada, and contended 
that ihey were more wealthy and in a better condition 
than the farmers of the United States. The hon. mem- 
ber for Toronto declared that from the custom's returns 
the exports ivcre less, than our imports ; hut this afforded 
no fair-criterion- of facts, for a merchant might export a 
cargo of ice .or other material comparatively valueless in 
Canada, ^bieh he might exchange for goods that on their 
entry to Canada-would be very valuable. As to the in- 
stitutions of"Canada'and ibnseof ihe United.' States, he 
preferred our own, and knew intelligent Americans who 
did so too. He hoped that under the present government 
a system woujd be adopted that would remedy this evil ;

- [FROM OUR QUEBEC CORRESPONDENT.} 



Quebec, 28th August, 1852. 
Notwithstanding a few very hot days io the early part 
of this week — followed bv heavy rains and dense fog, such 
fogs as are peculiar to situations like this— the health of 
this city continues, I believe, remarkably good j no epi- 
demic, as far as I hare learned, prevailing to any great 
extent. 

There is a great crowd of strangers here at present, in- 
cluding M. P.'a and others interested io matters before 
the Legislature ; commercial men from all parts of Can- 
ada, and the other British possessions in America ; and 
tourists, chiefly frOm the United Slates. Of the latter 
class there is no lack, scarcely a steamer arrives from 
Montreal without some scores of them. Toe romantic 
scenery of the St. Lawrence, and the salubrity of the cli- 
mate, at this hot, and io many parts of the United States, 
unhealthy season of the year, combine to make the trip a 
most delightful and desirable one, to sucb as travel for 
pleasure or recreation. 

Except in that portion of tbe city called the lower- 
town- — consisting principally of one street along the water's 
edge— I do not know of a city or town* in Canada more 
favorably situated for health. The great elevation of the 
upper-town, with the proximity of a large river, affected 
by tbe tide, secures a free circulation of pure air. Add to 
ihis the laborious exercise of travelling streets, formed on 
the side of a mountain, and having in many places a grade 
of one foot in four or five, and we have two of the prin- 
cipal promoters of health. 

Tbe agriculture of the surrounding country is far he* 
hind ,tbat^{ the, county of York, and the neighboring 
counties in Western Canada. The farms are mostly verv 
small—consisting of a few acres — laid out most inconve- 
niently long and narrow ; every farm appears to have a 
front on a leading road, and the buildings are mostly 
placed immediately on the front of the farms ; this may be 
accounted for partly by the eminently social character of 
the inhabitants, and partly-by the fact that in winter the 
snow is ao deep here that great diffiieulty is experienced 
in keeping the roads open for travel. The whole farming 
operations appear to be performed in truly primitive style. 
Unlike the greater portion of Western Canada, the fences 
are poorly calculated to afford protection against unruly

Farmers here 
transport their produce altogether on one-horse carts, aod 
ihey are not of the largest class. Dairrmen, more bum- 
ble ia their aspirations, hare trained the canine race to 
tbeir service/ and twice every day you may see dogs, bar- 
neesed tb. small: carts, distributing milk about the city. I

The following well authenticated facts will illustrate 
iho principle that man is never too old to learn: ■*. .'■ 

Seorotco, at on extreme old ago, learned to play op 
musical instruments. Thia would look ■ ridiculous for 
pome nf the' rich old men in our cUy, especially if they 
should take it into their head to thrum a guitar under a 
lady's window, which* Socrates did net do; bul only 
learned to pity upon .some hisfrumciit'oriMs tfme^nbl 
a guitar, for llio purpose of resisting ttto wear and tear 
of old ago. ..- ."' 

Cnto, at eighty years of ngQ, thought proper to' learn 
the Greek language. Many of our young mon, nt thirty 
and forty, have forgotton oven the alphabet of Ian- 
gunge, iho knowledge of which was nocess&ry lo enter 
college, ond which was a daily exorciao through college 
A fine comment upon love of IcUoru, iruly ! 

Plutarch, when between seventy and eigfuy, com- 
menced the study of Latin. Many of our young law- 
yors, not thirty years of ago, think that nisi prius, fieri 
facias* &c„ are English oxpreanona ; and if you tell 
them that a knowlcdgo of the Latin would rnako thorn 
appear a little more respectable in their profession, thoy 
would roply that they aro too old to think of learning 
Latin. 

Hoccacio was thirty-five years of ago when lio com- 
menced his studies of |Jotito literature. Yet he became 
one of Ihe three great masters of the Tuscan dialed, 
Dante and Petrarch being the other two. There arc 
many among us, ten years younger than Hoccocio, who arc 
dying of ennui ond regret that they were not educated to 
a taste for literature, but now they are too old. 

Sir Henry Spclman neglected the sciences in his youth, 
but commenced the study of them whem he was between 
fifty arfd sixty years of age. After Ibis he became the 
most learned antiquarian and lawyer, Our young meo be- 
gin to think of laying their seniors on Ihe shelf when they 
have reached sixty years of age. How different the pre- 
sent estimate put upon experience from that which char- 
acterized a certain period of the Grecian republic, when 
a man was not allowed lo open his mouth in cases of po- 
litical meetings, who was under forty years. 

Dr. Johnson applied himself to the Dutch language but 
a few years before his death. Most of our merchants and 
lawyers of twenty-five, thirty and forty years of age, arc
